but the money has been permitted to 
fall into thejhaiids: o|4.^pBhonest- agenta 
They keep most of it and let the In- 
dians starve. Who is to blame for 
this?

Soldiers of the Ainei-ican amy, Oregon 
volunteers, nnd arriied citizens' have .on 
alljb^casions when engaged in'j.tij qtiar- 
rer-Nvith the Indians displnyed the feel- 
ing that makes tlio white man appear 
ft3 savage as the foo he hates. The 
red men have one true friend in Amer- 
ica, the phivalroua^ (J; ;JE. S. .• Mao- 
DONALD, of^ San Francisco.''' He en- 
ters the lists like a Paladin of old, and 
though ho must perceive the cause is 
hopeless ho displays the spirit of his 
race. The gallant Ilighlandcr lins ad- 
dressed a letter to tho Hon. Carl 
ScuuRZ, U. S. Minister of tho Inter- 
ior, and begins by presenting the copy 
of a dispatch sent to General Ciiooic at 
Omaha and signed, Evaks, Comuiantl- 
ing," in which the gallant commander 
says: "An affair with tho Chcycnnos 
took place yesterday at 2.30 p.m. They 
fought with extraordinary courage and 
lierceness, and refused all terms but 
death. .Tho ofBcers and troops be- 
haved with great spii'it. The Indians 
killed wore seventeen -warriors, four 
woinon and two children; nine were 
captiired, three of whom were wound- 
ed. One of the wounded will probably 
die." Macdonald says of thisaflair: 
"It is trumpetted forth as a great vic- 
tory "when in truth nothing in the 
history of Turkish or cannibal warfare 
could be more cruel or more fiendish. 
Tho Clieyeinies were first robbed of 
their homes, imprisoned, left naked 
and starved to enforce upon them an 
ignominious submission, and-then be- 
cause the poor unfortunate little Indian 
band, men, women and children, made 
an effort to escape, hungry and unarm- 
ed to tho bleak mountains, in the cold, 
frost and snow, they were set upon as 
by tigers in the jungle and demolished 
without mercy by four companies of 
brave cavalry commanded by 
military heroe.s, perhaps ordered 
by their superior, whoso usual 
definition of war is cruelty to the un- 
fortunate, and from whom no doubt tho 
devilish order "take them, dead or 
alive," emanated. ' The twenty or thirty 
poor fugitives hid in a crevice of the 
mountain where the soldiers feared to 
go, t)Ut they sent for a score of Sioux 
scouts to assist in the hellish finale and 
tlien the shrinking, cowed down and 
exhausted, helpless people preferred a 
bloody death in tho service to a slow 
but certain one in the pigpens of the 
reservation. What a picture for the 
Ghfititian mind to contemplate I A 
striking example of the even-handed 
justice which we deal out to the In- 
dians is found in the records of Ore- 
gon. There we hanged them for kill- 
ing those who had robbed their homes 
and murdered their people and many 
of the jurors who tried them were per- 
sons who had participated in the out- 
rages 1 Can any one recall to mind the 
Bpectacle of a white person hanged for 
the murder of an Indian within the 
borders,.of tho United States'? From 
the KtuQgman up to the highest officials 
in frontier towns are persons who have 
imbrued their hands in the red man's 
blood. The traders on the borders are 
thieves. They rob th« Indian by ex- 
changing bad whiskey for hi.-s cattle. 
These fellows are to be found in all 
places. In the churches some of them 
are trustees, deacons and elders, and to 
the unsophisticated they appear to be 
Godly men, while in truth they never 
bend the kneo except to the god of 
mammon. Tlie Indian mother, crouch- 
ing in her wigwam, j^rosses her naked 
infant to her breast with an emotion as 
fond as that which is felt by the fairest 
mother in the land, and her heart is 
torn with anguish when pain afflicts 
her child. Lamenting the dead their 
mournful melody at night is a touciiing 
tribute to the spirit of the departed. 
Is tliere such a feeling in the heart of 
thoir relentless foe — the border ruftian!" 

>Maodonald's letter is a long one. 
We have not space to give it in full, but 
the above extracts will give our read- 
er^ some idea of the stvle in ■which a 
Highlander rushes to the charge in de- 
fence of outraged humanii^.

Mr. Speaker took tho Ohair at 2 p.m. 
phmtKOK. 

Mr. Eviius roso to a question of privi- 
lege, stating that lie liacl been reported in 
The C'oloniiit ns saying tliat ho had called 
at the various otHccs several times and 
received tlio answer " out at lunch." It 
was moat absurd and if repeated ho would 
move that the reporter be expelled from 
thn Houoc. 

Mr. Wilson said he never said that the 
hour set'.apart for lunch was the most 
important oho of the twenty-four; what 
he did say was that it would bo unfeeling 
to deprive the clerks of their lunch hour. 
As for the part referring to the member 
for Cowichan he never said ho had been 
trained to follow the plow. All he said 
was that the member fof Oo»lehau dia 
not Viif"- ."<icii about accounts. He also 
observed that Mr. Siuitho was reported 
as having referred to " hats;" such had 
never boon used in the House; and, 
again, ho (Mr. W.) had never compared 
the ofllcors to small trader's office, but to 
the Hudson Bay Co. He had been in- 
formed that the loader of the Opposition 
was in the habit of going to The Colonist 
office and rewriting his speeches. Ho 
hoped the hon. gentleman would inform 
him whether this was true or not. 

Mr. Mara said to the best of his recol- 
lection the hon. gentleman had spoken of 
the lunch hour being important; he had 
said it would bo cruel to deprive them of 
their lunch. 

Mr. Smithosaid the Stundard, the hon. 
gentleman's own organ, reported him as 
havingf usod the word cruel. (A laugh). 

RFPORTH. 

Mr. Smithe submitted tho report of tlio 
Connnittee on Private Bills, reporting the 
following bills: The Nanaimo Fire Bill 
and the -Yictoriu and Esquimalt Bail way 
Bill. 

The bill for the protection of tho Na- 
naimo Firo Department wa.i read a lirst 
time and referred back to tho Select Com- 
mittee. 

MUKICII'A.UTIE.S. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved that a Select 
Committee bo appointed to enquire into 
and report to this Houso tho best mea- 
sures to adopt to provide further exten- 
sion of tho municipal system. Ho Haid 
he did this because it was generally con- 
sidered that some Act was necessary to 
extend tho system. Ho would be most 
willing to give the committee all tho as- 
sistance he possibly could. He would 
ask to add the words "and report a bill 
if neccssarj'." Ho considered that tho 
people hero should try and help thorn- 
selves for at i)resent tho Government are 
merely a large municipality, and if a cul- 
Tort breaks 300 miles away tho Govern- 
ment is applied to to repair it and that at 
greater expense than if done by a muni- 
cipality. IIo would suggest the names of 
Messrs. E. Brown, Harris, MoGillivray, 
Mcllnioyl, Saul and Beaven as tho com- 
mittee. 

The resolution thou passed.

BOARD OF EDL'CATION'. 

Mr. Smitho moved "That a respect- 
ful address bo presented to His 
Honor. the Lieut. -Governor praying that 
he will be pleased to send down to this 
Hptise,, copies of all correspondence be- 
tween the Government and the Board of 
Education and the lato Superintendent of 
of Education from 1st July, 1878, to 
date." 

He moved tliis because he thought it 
only riglit that the public should know 
more about tho working of the school sys- 
tem than at present. He did not sup- 
pose there was much correspondence, but 
he thouglit that what there was should be 
laid before tho Houso. Ho noticed in 
the school report tliat tho Superintendent 
of Education had omitted to pjiy a tribute 
to the Board of Education, who gave 
their services freely, but cast a stigma on 
them. 

Mr. WilEon wished to know whether 
the hon. gentleman was in order in cast- 
ing reflections in that measure. 

Mr.. Speaker ruled that the hon. gentlo- 
man Was in order. (He.ar, hear.) 

Mr. Smithe Sttid the hon. gentleman 
appeared to be very touchy on this mat- 
ter, perhaps rumor was coi-roct and he 
had revised tho report. 

Mr. Wilson said he had never seen the 
report till it was brought before the 
House. 

Mr. Smithe said the Act required that 
there should be a Board of Education, 
and ho thought that as there was nono at 
present that one should be appointed at 
once, or tho Act rociuiring one altered. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho Govern- 
ment would of course send down tho 
papers. Tho remarks of tho hon. gentle- 
man on tho Superintendent he considered 
most uncalled for. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys considered the 
remarks of tho leader of the Opposition 
as entirely out of place. 

Mr. Mara said he had failed to see 
where the leader of the Opposition had 
attacked or eulogised anyone. As for at- 
tacks, tho Provincial Secretary should bo 
the last to say anything, for tlic hon. gen- 
tleman would recollect how that hon. gen- 
tleman had made a most unwartantablo 
attack on tlie 'Sufveypr-Geiieral only a 
few sessidns Bihee.! ' ' '' 
-I Hon. !Mr.: Humphreya said the state- 
ment of the hon. gentleman - was' withou t 
foundation. He had simiply jnada a state- 
ment which ho had proof of aiid was jus- 
tified in makint;. 

Mr. Mara said tho mover of this reso- 
lution had been in order in speaking as 
ho had. - ^ .'J -• ir;- 

Mr. Smithe said ho had a perfect right 
to refer to any papers^tefore 'the'"'Houso, 
and this he had done. He had intended 
to refer to the report concerning tho 
High School. Hon. gentlemen would re- 
collect how the Provincial Secretary and 
tlie Qovemment had made a most unwar- 



rantable attack on tho Elliott Govern- 
ment when a private member brought in 
a bill somti two sessions since, whicli ap- 
peared to aim at the abolishment of the 
High SdiobL' '>ffi^ iUke' .{b"* kttow; 
how far the Government would -hold 
themselves responsible for this report 
which strikes at tho root of the High 
School. Tho Government h.ad boasted 
at tho hustings how much they wore in 
favor of that institution, and yet si.\ 
months after Uiey sent in or allowed to bo 
Bent in a report which tdnidist'rooQpQifttt^^ 
its disestablishment. N"o ono ' woiild dis- 
pute that tho report would bo submitted 
for approval to tho Government before it 
would bo permitted to see tho light of 
day as a printed State paper; and the 
Government therefore must be held re- 
sponsible for tho somersault it was turnr 
ing en the, question of a. free Higli 
School. 
Tho resolution thqn passed.

Mr. Harris asked the Honorablo 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works what action tho Govenniient in- 
tend to take in regard to a portion of land 
in New WeatnuiiHter District known a.s 
Dex'by towiiaite, upon which a number of 
persons have located and arc payuig taxes 
regularly to Govcrnmont agents and re- 
ceiving receipts for tlie same without be- 
ing able to obtain a title to their claims. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he was not pre- 
pared to answer the question at present, 
l)ut it would receive tlio serious attotition 
of the Government. ' ■ >! '■''"' 

PKLSONS IlECiULATIOK DILL. . 

The House then went into committee on 
this bill, with Mr. W. Brown in tho chair. 

Clause D. Giving tho Superintendent 
power to enter and inspect all gaols, &c. , 
and any ono refusing him to be subject to 
arrest by a warrant issued by tho said 
Superintendent and imprisoned for a 
period not exceeding fourteen days. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said this had been 
considered as entrusting too much power 
to ono man. On examination, however, 
it will bo found that the power only aji- 
plios to tho gaol ho visits and in case of 
that power being abused tho defendant 
can bo brought up on n writ of habeas 
corp\i«. There are but few heavier penal- 
ties tliau tliat for false imprisonment and 
there was no doubt that if the Super- 
intendent abused his power he would 
bo seriously punished. Tho clause is not 
a new ono but one in force in many othqr 
CO untrios. If members wished they could 
shorten tho time of imprisonment. Ho 
regretted that clause 4 had been struck 
out for he found tliat the warden of the 
gaol in A'ictoria during Crown Cohmy 
diiys had bad tho self-aaine power. 

Mr. Vernon said clauao 5 was giving 
the Superintendent more power than the 
Attornoy-Goneial. Ho is able .it once to 
shut a man up in gaol, without any trial, 
for fourteen daj's and with nc redress. 
Ho trusted hon. gentlemen would refuse 
to allow any such power to bo given to 
any ono man. 

Mr. Helgeaon spoke in favor of allow- 
ing the clause to stand as it was, 

^Ir. Bennett said that he thought the 
objection might bo over-ruled if a justice 
of tho peace should sit with the auperin- 
tendont on the case of the offending offi- 
cer. 

Mr. Wilson said he quite agreed with 
the proposal that a disobedient officer 
should be punished, but at the same time 
he thought it would be most unreasonable 
to allow a superintendent to punish him. 
The case should either be brought before 
a magistrate or a justice of tho peace. 

Dr. Ash said it would bo monstrous to 
give tho superintendents any such power. 
Ho would not object to officers being pun- 
islied for disobedience, but lot it be before 
a justice of the peace. 

Mr. Vernon — The arguments on this 
side of the House are unanswerable. 

Mr. Walkem — I move tho following 
amendment: "That the Inspector shall 
have power to summon any person em- 
ployod in tho prison before a justice of 
the jjoace and to act in accordance with 
his decision." This amendment was 
adopted and the power intended for tho 
Inspector of Police transferred to the 
magistrates, 

Mr. Vernon — By clause 3 tho Superin- 
tendent has power to suspend any gaoler 
or servant and remove such person beyond 
tho precincts of the gaol; and clause 4 
authorizes him to inipoao a fine, not ex- 
ceeding a month's salary, for any act of 
insubordination. This ho thought a pow- 
er too great for tho Inspector to po.ttsess. 

Mr. Walkom — A superior officer can 
ahvays annoy his deputies, but he consid- 
ered the power conferred in the two 
clauses referred to was necessary for the 
In.spector to enable him to maintain a 
proper system of order. To suit the 
views of hon. gentlemen opposite he would 
have no objection that clause 5 be struck 
out. 

It was struck out and the bill reported 
complete with amendments. 

Administration of Justice Bill — De- 
ferred. 

Mr. Smitho — This bill ought to be re- 
ferred to the Law Society. 

Mr. "Walkem — The hon. gentleman 
must bo joking. I should be glad to have 
their opinion, but I shall not a.sk them to 
discharge a duty tli.it I should discharge 
myself. If tho Law Society have any ob- 
jection to make they will send them to 
me and I si.all leave them before tho 
House. I have sent a 'bopy to each 
of tho judges for ' their opinion. 
I shall now ask tho Houso to at- 
tend to a motion of mine which is of 
great importance. That a select commit- 
tee bo appointed to inquire into the Chi- 
nese question and to recommend the 
passing of such a law as will exclude them 
from the Pr6rince;';,^po. referred to the 
action taken at Washington, arid was 
proud to appear as the advocate of a law 
that would exclude tho Mongolians. 
Sooner or later if such a law is not made 
this land will belong to tho Chin;?so, and 
tho white people must leave. He would 
like to read a speech niade on the subject 
by an American statesman; it was con- 
clusive evidence in the support of his own 
opinions. He referred to - the.attempt lie 
hemade^t legislation -on «:tbi»r question 



last session; but a Judge of tho Supremo 
Court decided tho bill then passed to bo 
unconstitutional. Ho (Mr. W.) had no 
complaimt ifo make ot the decision of that 
learned Judge^.'i He regretted to say that 
lus ministry had to take ,'up a question 
that ought to be decided' at Qttawa; but 
it is our duty to do all we.can for - the in- 
terests of the pooplo. 

Mr. Smithe said he would not oppose 
the resolution because the question of 
dealing with^tho Chinese in our midst was 
waiting to be solved, and ho and,' the Op- 
position generally. Would bo found ready 
to join in any real efl'ort to a.^complish 
that object. Ho, however, could not al- 
low tho motion to pass without comment, 
nor tho Attomoy-General's remarks to go 
without reply. It was natural no doubt 
for him (IVlr. W.) to put the best face up- 
on it, even if to do so ho liad to niisropro- 
scnt the position taken and arguments 
used by the Opposition last session, It 
must gall him to think that everything 
urged against the Government's bungling 
attempt at legislation upon tho question 
had been shown to bo literally correct. 
Ho (IMr. S.) had proved his oarnestnoss 
List sossion by introducing a resolution to 
adopt tho Queensland Act, which had been 
allowed, and which formed a precedent 
for us. Ho had recommended that as a 
temporary measuro only, as ho moved at 
the same time that tho Government tako 
the matter in hand during the recess and 
at tho present session bo prepared with a 
well digested measure to lay before tho 
Houso; ono that could accomplish tho 
task of dealing successfully with tho Chi- 
iioso evil; and one that would not be sac- 
rificed on the altar of unconstitutionality. 

cossi Had they, after finding their last 

year's abortive measuro made a dead lot- 
tor, gone to work to romedy their mis- 
take, if mistake it could bo called? No; 
they who claimed to be the workingman's 
friend; thoy who boasted of being _par ex- 
cellence tho workingman's Government, 
have contented themselves with perfect 
inactions, and had now como forward and 
said ill cd'ect. Wo, who have been paid to 
attend during recess to public measures 
of utility, have not managed to accom- 
jilish anything in the direction of this 
Chineso question, but if you gentlemen 
who liavQ been attending to your Own pri- 
vate affairs during recess - have chance 
tliouglit of anything calculated to got 
ua out of our difficulty wc will 
bo much obliged if you will 
tako this matter ofl' our hands .and 
deal with it as you think right (hear). 
What a pitiable position for a Goverii- 
mont to occupy. Wliero is tho bold poli; 
cy we heard such- loud talk. abd«fcjwli6n 
these gontleriion woro in opposition 1 
Wciikness and timidity, ho miglit almost 
say helplessnoBs, were the ruling charac- 
teristics of tho Government in dealing 
with such quostions .as this (hoar). What 
assurance it must have required for tho 
Attorney General to place himself and his 
Govenimeiitin coinparison with the Wash- 
ington authorities in dealing with this 
<[uestioii. In tho ono case thoro was an 
honest ring of earnestness and sincerity 
in dealing with tho subject, in the otlier 
iusincority and an attempt to throv.' dust 
in tho eyes of the laboring men in tho 
Province was visible on every feature. Ho 
said it wafi riglit tltat this question should 
bo dealt with first here. It was not to bo 
expected that at Ottawa they could real- 
ize the evil of Chinese immigration; but 
here wo had it under our eyes and felt its 
baneful influence and it was natural that 
here it should first be doalt with, so far at 
least as to make a strong and urgent ap- 
peal to tho Ottawa Government to take 
the matter in hand (hear, hear). 

Hon. ilr. Beaven— In other countrio.'j 
where the people had to deal witli tho 
question .they had invariably appointed 
committees to inquire and recommend 
the proper course to pursue. He thought 
th.at if there was no law jiassod to keep 
out tho Chinese that it was quite possible 
wo should live to see ono of thoin in tho 
Houso filling the Speaker's chair (laughter) 
Mr. Vernon — Tho Government have 
already proved that thoy are unablo to 
deal with, this question, and it is annoy- 
ing to see thorn now trarisforririg thoir 
duties to a cninmittee. Tho bill passed 
last session ])laced tho Attorney-General 
in a very unenviable position. If he had 
really thought that bill was proper and 
constitutional it showed his utter ignor- 
ance of law and his entire unfitness for 
the high place he occupied as lep^ adviser 
to tho Crown. It did not require a law- 
yer to pronounce such a ridiculous mea- 
suro .111 illegal ono and beyond the power 
of this Legislature. If, on tho other hand, 
he knew it to be a farce, what must bs 
thought of him, as Preinicv of tho Prov- 
ince, compoUed to give way to outside 
pressure, forgetting the respect due to 
himself and tho country and placing the 
Province in a most undignified aspect bo- 
fore the whole Dominion and in whatovcr 
places the measuro might circulate. Even 
supposing tho Act had been a constitu- 
tional ono it would boon practically im- 
possible to carry it out. The hon. gentle- 
man might rest assured that the working- 
men themselves wero vei-y much more in- 
tolligent thau he gave thorn credit for and 
knew well such a measuro would fall to 
tho ground. In California tho press 
laughed at it and affirmed that it ^ya8 a 
bill calculated in every respect to advo- 
cate the cause of the Chinamen instead of 
an attempt to legislate as became men de- 
sirous of checking Chineso immigration. 
He maintained that tho lato Government 
had not made a practice of employing 
Chinamen except in cases of emergency 
and challenged the Government to show 
in what manner they had done so, except 
in a very few instances when it could not 
bo avoided. On the other hand, he 
wondered the Minister of Finance should 
allude to it, when he must surely recollect 
the number employed when ho was Chief 
Commissioner on tho Westminster and 
other roads. Tho Government passed a 
resolution last session prohibiting the 
employment of Chinese on public works, 
but there were no public works in pro- 
gress now. Why was not this done four 
years ago if hon. gentlemen opposite had, 
as they maintained, always folt so in- 
terested in the matter. Ho thought tho 
Government had no right to delegate 
their duties to a committee of the House. 
It was simply, in cfloct, acknowledging 
that tho three members of the Govern- 
ment, with.several months at thoir dis- 
posal, had be^no- unablo .. to frame any 
policy or measure with respect to the 
question, but that they thought the su- 
perior intelligence of a committee of five 
private members of the Houso in a few 
d.ays would of course settle the ques- 
tion. Ho believed that a petition had 
been circulated in Victoria to the Do- 
minion Government on . the Chinese dif- 
ficulty, but ho did hot think any petition 
from any particular portion of the Prov- 
iiico could li.avo niucli effect. In his opin- 
ion tho proper course would bo for the 
Government to bring do\m a petition 
similarto tho railway petition and lot this 
house representing tho views of tho Prov- 
ince forward it to Ottawa for transmission 
to tho Imperial authorities. • ' ■ 

Mr.. Williams said that if something 
was not done th^ Chinese would command 



the business of tho town as they do in 
San Francisco, and tlio white population 
would havo to leave. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said the import- 
ance of tliis matter could not possibly be 
over estimated, and he thought it was 
tho bounden duty of the Houso to do all 
they possibly could in- the .interest of the 
workingmou of the Province. He thought 
tho House should stop all personalities 
and go seriously to -work on the riuestion 
and see if something could not bo dono 
even if by passing a resolution to tho Do- 
minion Government asking them to inter- 
fere. If tho Chinese aro driven .out of 
California he saw notliuig to prevent their 
coining to British Columbia, and the duty 
of tho House now was to provide against 
such an ininiigr.ition. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he had of 
course been taunted on this question, but 
ho could not possibly see why such should 
bo the case; he was astonished at tho lato 
Chief Commissioner accusing him of in- 
sincerity when lio had sat suent for d.iys 
on the railw.iy que.=ition and had asked 
"who aro the people?" 

Mr. Vernon said he would like to 
kliow who wero the pooplo if he was not 
ono of them, (Hear, hear); were not his 
constituents part of the , people , if not, 
what were they and who were they? 
(Hoar, hear). Every member in the 
Houso was part of tho people, and re- 
turned by thoni to do thoir duty. 

The resolution then passed, tho com- 
niitte'o to consist of Messrs. "Williams, Mc- 
llnioyl, McQillivray, Dntmmond and 
Evans.

Editor Colonist: — ^Tho report of the 
Superintendent of Education, though 
embodying many suggestions for the bet- 
ter management of our public schools, 
and in this respect, maybe, answering 
the purpo.se iiiteudcd in such formal 
document annually presented to the 
Government, by no means exhausts the 
subject, but leaves untounhed many 
things in connection^ witU public edu- 
cation worthy of notice. 

An opportunity is thus afibrded to 
the Superintendent of Education not 
given in his annual report, to supply 
what is wanting by the delivery of a 
lecture, and thu.s fulfil one of the duties 
incumbent upon him. ! ,! • 

In the event of such lecture being 
delivered, it would be interesting to 
hear the Superintendent's opinion upon 
the subject of elocution — as to whether 
it should form a desirable element iu 
public school teaching ; and if so, why 
boys aro not' taught to recite and give 
specimens of their' ability at public ex- 
aminations? How interesting on such 
occasions it would be to notice the bent 
of their minds by tho expression given 
— can it be said these examinations are 
sufTicicntly interesting without such ex- 
hibitions 1 And is IL not a well known 
fact that if given they would be look- 
ed forward to as amongst the most in- 
teresting part of public school examin- 
ations? 

As in the present day public speak- 
ing has assumed so much importance, 
and BO much is 'done, 'e.s the result' ; , of 



what is sciidyi^ rl;8pbmit it is very im- 
portant "that our 'future Cicerojf and 
Demosthenees should have an oppor- 
tunity of displaying themselves. 

It would be unbecoming in me to 
oflfer subject-matter for the Superintend- 
ent's lecture, but if permitted it would 
bo to iKjint to tiie refining infiuouce 
instruction in elocution may have upon 
the rising generation — teaching them, 
perlinps, tho better use of their tongues 
than is now expressed iu tho language 
of our strcet.s, and surely "that is a 
couHunimatioii devoutly to be wished." 

Then, again, with regard to vocal 
music, would there be any jdifllculty. in 
the jiupils (at any rate them havuig.;an 
ear for music) being taught (:t<^ing |by 
note ? How interesting and'imprbying 
would such teaching be. ' ■?, '■. <'•', 

Tlie resources supplied by th'osft two 
abovo-moniloned acquisitions ^.would 
liud material for filling up \pli^ajitl^ 
many a leisure hour — would lenS'^to 
check indulgence in thoso gross pur- 
suits now unfortunately so common in 
our youth, and as in the meantime we 
seem to have no ideal staiidard of ex- 
cellence by which to regulate conduct, 
would be moat opportune. 

It is to be hoped the Superintendent 
of Education will respond to the mat- 
ters here brought under notice. 

Tho Suporintondcnt of Education in 
any community occupies a most im- 
portant figure. He it is to whom the- 
community/ look^^to mo;uld into proper 
form the minds*" of ibe rising genera- 
tion What is more natural than that 
Lu^ j-_i.i;- „i.ni,i,] wish occasionally to 
hear from him, and that his inuivi- 
duality bo not lost by burying himself 
in his office as a recluse. '

us — every seventh day tho Pulpit. 
It is not expecting too much that once 
in tho year, other than that of an 
cflicial report, we should hear from the 
schoolmaster..,

The Anti-OMnoso Fotitlon to 
• „ Ottawa. 

Editor Colonist: — presume that 
it is pretty generally known that a 
petition of this character, emanating 
from the " AVorkingman's Protective 
Association," has been dispatched to 
Ottawa for presentation. This petition 
asks .''for' limitation -lito bo^ti impcfied, 
up(3n''the'futuWimmigi:atiori'of Chiha^ 
men, and that in the event of railway 
construction Chineso labor be prohibit- 
ed." Did it end there it would be wellj 
but unfortunately the petition is clog- 
ged with another request well calculat- 
ed to mar its usefulness, viz., it asks 
" that the Provincial Act of last session 
which Judge Gray declared to bo uii- 
coiifititutional be re-enacted." 

That this anti-Chinese movement as 
repre.scnted by the Workingman's As- 
sociation should hare emanated from 
that section of tho community is very 
natural, inasmuch as'being those most 
aflocted ; but seeing that it is a ques- 
tion that assumes larger proportions 
and nflects the general interests it is to 
be regretted that the association should 
not have assumed a moro general char- 
actei'.' As'&t present constituted . with 
such a well-known political partisan at 
its head as the chairman, it injures the 
cause it seeks to serve, and a great and 
important question has been degraded 
and brought into contempt by the poli- 
tical handling it has received. 'Ihat 
there prevails amongst a large number 
of our citizens a sensible comprehension 
of tne injurious eiTccts from an undue 
amount of Chinese labor, and a desire 
to lessen it, thero can be no question, 
and perhaps it may be asked, then why 
do thoy not co-operate with the Work- 
inginoii's Association? Simply because 
they would not identify themselves 
with on association with such apolitical 
partisan at its'head Y as : its ^: chairman, 
and that the e'flfective dealing of 'this 
question must have nothing to do with 
politics. 

It is time this Chinese question was 
redeemed from its present impotent 
position and put on a better footing. It 
may be trifled with and -.deferred, but 
we shall have to face the music, for the 
continued coming of these people in 
unlimited numbers is incompatible with 
the prosperity of this Province. I 
know thero are some, and amongst that 
number some of the Workingman's As- 
sociation, who consider they are doing 
good service by personal insult to Chi- 
namen and continued annoyance, of 
■which the chairman gave a specimen 
in exhibiting at a public meeting the 
queue of a Chinaman that had been cut 
ofT. It is actions snch as these that 
serve to create sympathy for . China- 
men and interfere with the legitimate 
dealing of the question. The Chairman 
of tho 'Workingman's Protective Asso- 
ciation is very fond of showing the 
difhcultieH to be contended with from 
numerous enemies tho association has
